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Infinitely more Chriſtian Blood having been ſhed 
by the Papal Empire, and its agents, for not com- 
plying with the idolatry of its worſhip, than ever 
Was ſhed by Rome Heathen. 
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Jon xvi. 2. 


They ſpall put you out of the fyna- 
gogues;z yea, the time cometh that 
who/cever lillzth you will think 
thut he doeth God ſervice. 


F HES E words may be con- 
l fidered as a prophecy, or as a 
ll £47770. As a prophecy they 
= hve been dreadfully fulfilled, 
a by perſecutors in all ages; in 
defiante of the caution contained ih them. 
As a caution, they ate entered againſt the 
moſt plauſible pretence for perſecution in 
the world; viz. thinking they do God jer- 
vice. For if any thing in the world could 
ſanctify ſo wicked a thing as perſecution, it 
world be the thinking to do God fervice 
thereby. But this caution is added here, to 
prevent any man's thinking ſo. 

I am ſorry it has had ſo little effect: ſo 
little, that men have rather ſeemed intent 
upon fulfilling the refer, than 2 
N 2 the 
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the caution; as if they concluded, that i. 
ling men, if it was not indeed erving God, 
yet it was ſerving the churc — that 
would content them as well: or elſe, might 
one not have expected that theſe words of 
Chriſt ſhould have prevented a great deal 
of miſchief that has been done in the world? 
Are they not ſpoken with an air of indig- 
nation, at ſo unnatural a conceit, and ſo 
vile a practice ? A practice declared here, 
by Chriſt, to proceed from ignorance of 
God and Chriſt, ver. 3. And theſe things 
will they do unto you, becauſe they have — 
known the Father nor Me. g. d. They 
© know nothing of the goodneſs of the 
« Father, or the grace of the Son. If t 

« knew God, they would know, that he 
« defireth not the Lath of a fonner, but ra- 
&« ther that he would turn and live. If they 
« knew Chriſt, they would know, that the 
« Son of man came not into the world to de- 
«. troy mens lives, but to ſave. If they 
„ knew any thing of natural or revealed 
religion, they would know, that both 
«* concur in that golden rule, of doing to 
* others as we would be done unto.” 

But inſtead of that, theſe ſons of violence 
have all along acted, as if Chriſt had faid--- 
Theſe things they will do, becauſe J have 
p" en them commiſſion ſo to do ; as if they 

d a commiſſion for doing that which, 
Chriſt ſays, they will do, becauſe they 

know

Eno not the Father nor him. It appears 
then, that 

Perſecution proceeds from an ignorance 
of God and religion.“ Ignorance and cru- 
elty go together, and are a ſupport to each 
other; they are the dark places of the earth, 
that are full of the habitations of cruelty, 
and will be cruel, as long as they remain 
dark; and are kept dark, that they may 
continue cruel. Ill-nature, intereſt, love 
of plunder, or of dominion, have their 
ſhare in ihe buſineſs of perſecution, no 
doubt; but ignorant zeal will go a great 
way in it, where there is not ſo much ma- 
lignity ; as will appear in two inſtances I 
will preſent you with. 

The one is of Saul, Acts xxvi. . I ve- 
rily thought that I ought to do many things, 
contrary to the name of Feſus of Nazareth. 
Which things J alſo did at Feruſalem : many 
of the ſaints I ſhut up in priſon, having au- 
thority from the chief prieſts : and when they 
were put to death I gave my voice againſt 
them; and I puniſbed them in every ſyna- 
gogue, and compelled them to blaſpheme : and 
being extremely MAD againſt them, I perſe- 
cuted them to ſtrange cities. He calls it 
MADNESS here, and imputes it to ignorance 
elſewhere, 1 Tim. i. 13. I did it ignorantly 
 ====T was injurious, and a perſecutor. 7”

How far ignorance will excuſe, and whe-

The other inſtance is Luther: in the 
days of his ignorance he owns himſelf a 
mad perſecutor. In the preface to his 
Works he fays, Above all things J reque 
the pious reader, and beſeech him, for t 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt's jake, that he read my 
books with judgment, and with muth pity ; 
and let him remember that JI uns once a 
Monk, and a mad Papift. And when I firſt 
undertook this cauſe, I was fo drunt, and 
drowned, with the Popiſh dbctrine, that J 
was reaty, if I could, to have KILLED ALY 
MEN, o/ to have afffted others in doing 0, 
*vho withdrew their obedience from the Pope 
but in one fyllable. * | 

Too much of the principles and ſpirit of 
perſecution came over with the Reformers 
| | ttmemſelves: 
Ants omnia oro pium lectorem, & oro propter ipſum 
Dominum nôſtrum jeſum Chriſtum, ut iſta legat cum ju- 
dicio, imo cum multa miſefatione ; & ſtiat me fuiſſe al?- 
quando Monachum, & Papiſtam mfſanifimum ; eum iſtam

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themſelves: nor could that leayen preſently 
be worked out. Luther was againſt put- 
ting falſe teachers to death, afterward ; but 
he was for almoſt all other puniſhments 
the magiſtrate could inflict, Caluin was a 
man of excellent learning, piety, and parts ; 
the Reformation owed a great deal to his 
diligence, courage, and fine pen: but he 
wrote a treatiſe of the lawſulneſs of putting 
hereticks to death; and made the beſt de- 
fence he could for the hand he had in an 
inſtance of that nature. Beza was a diſci- 
ple of Calvin, and grew up to be as great 


a man, He wrote in defence of perſecu- 


tion, a treatiſe, Which the Papiſts knew 
how to make their advantage of, to the 
running down of many a poor ſufferer. * 
Henry the Eighth, who had fo great a hand 
in ſhaking off the Roman yoke, put men 
to death for opinions. Eduard the Sixth 
was oyer-perſuaded by Cranmer to commit 
ſome to the flames.----It is pity ſuch loyely 
names as Eduard the Sixth, and Cranmer, 
ſhould be mentioned to any diſadvantage, 
in the ſame line with perſecution and bload. 
The ſeyerities in Queen E/izabeth's reigns, 
for the ſake of unitormity in ſervice and 
ſentiments, were a great blemiſh to the 
Proteſtant name. And if we trace this 
matter farther downwards, we ſhall find

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reaſon to own, that all parties and denomi- 
nations, in their turn, have had a notion 


of ſerving God by doing miſchief to men, 


men who did not know ſo much, or could 


not believe as they pleaſed, or would not 
lye, in profeſſing to believe what they did 
not. The proceedings of ſtar-chamber, 
high-commiſſion, and ſpiritual courts, do 
abundantly ſhew, that the ſpirit of the 
church, and the ſpirit of Chriſt, are not 
always the ſame. We hereby ſee the power 
of prepoſſeſſion, and rooted opinion, that 
with a Proteſtant people it ſhould require 
almoſt 200 years to get rid of ſo wicked a 
principle, and practice, as that of perſecu- 
tion; which is here declared to proceed 
from ignorance of God and Chriſt, and 
elſewhere, from malignity and hatred of 
goodneſs; is made the mark of antichriſt, 
or of a falſe church. 

The perſecution and cruelty of this falſe 
church being my part to conſider, I ſhall 
give you the notion of perſecution in gene- 
ral; and make good the charge of it upon 
the Romiſh church, from their principles, 
practices, and ſpirit; and then cloſe with 
ſome remarks. 


I. I am to ſtate the notion of perſecution 
in general. 

My notion of perſecution is this---When 

a, man is hurt in any of his civil nights, 

| out 


WI 
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without any civil forfeiture or crime, mere- 
ly on account of the faith he believes; or 
x worſhip he practiſes; when that faith 
and worſhip have nothing in them incon- 
ſiſtent with the civil intereſts of the com- 
munity; and the peace of the publick ; and 
the man is able and ready to give all legal 
ſecurity to the government for the publick 


ce. 

The uſe of force, br of pains and pe- 
nalties, againſt ſuch perſons, merely on ac- 
count of their religious opinions, by which 
opinions the civil intereſts of the ſociety are 
no ways affected; and the man in all other 
reſpects a good ſubject ; this is perſecution. 
And this is the caſe of poor Proteſtant ſuf- 
ferers, who have nothing in the principles 
of their religion that ſhould hinder them 
from being good ſubjects, where-ever their 
lot is caſt. But can this be pleaded for Pa- 
piſts? thoſe, at leaſt; of them, who avow 
the depofing power and perſecuting princi- 
ples; or refuſe to renounce them; in ſuch 
manner as a Proteſtant ſtate may depend 
on, if there be any ſuch manner to be 
found out. The breach of the civil peace 
deſerves the animadverſion of the civil 
power, from whatſoever it proceeds, It's 
all one to the magiſtrate, whether ſuch 
breach of the peace proceeds from a miſta- 
ken conſcience, or from none at all. His 
buſineſs is to keep the peace, that under him 

B We 
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we may live peaceable and quiet lives in all 
godlineſs ; and conſequently, he is to pro- 


te& every man's liberty of conſcience, a- 


mong other parts of his office; and be 4 
terror to thoſe evil doers who would take a- 
way that liberty, where that liberty has no 
ill effect at all upon the publick peace. A 
liberty, to which we have a natural right, 
as men, and reaſonable creatures; a divine 
right, as Chriſtians; and a civil right, as 
Engliſbmen; ſo long as none of theſe rights 
are forfeited by any opinions, or practices, 
inconſiſtent with the common enjoyment 


of the ſame rights. 


II. Jam to make good the charge of 
perſecution upon the church of Rome. 
This may ſeem a very needleſs underta- 
king; as going about to prove what eve 
ody knows ; what 1s hardly denied by Pa- 
piſts themſelves ; unleſs when they have a 
proſelyte under management, who has 
more faith in the prieſts than in the hiſtory 
of all ages; then, the miſſionary may ven- 
ture to ſay, that the ſtories of Popiſh cru- 
elties are all Proteſtant lies. And yet, 
They know where to find thoſe decrecs 
of councils, thoſe canons and conſtitutions 


of churches, that enjoin upon princes the 


perſecution of their Proteſtant ſubjects un- 
der the ſevereſt penalties. They know that 
to avoid theſe penalties, Popiſh princes have 

in 
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in all ages exerciſed barbarous cruelties u 
on their Proteſtant ſubjects. They know 
that their 5:/hops at their conſecration are 
ſworn, that they will ferſecute hereticks to 
the utmoſt of their power,* They know 
that if princes are remiſs in the affairs of 
extirpating ſuch as the church condemns, 
whether that remiſſneſs be from pity, or any 
remainders of humanity, not quite extin- 
guiſhed by that inhuman religion, they are 
to be excommunicated ; and if they perſiſt 
in their merciful diſpoſition, they are to be 
depoſed, and their ſubjects to be abſolved 
from their oath of allegiance, and their do- 
minions diſpoſed of to others, more zealous, 
and more deſerving. 

Thus all poſſible ways are taken to en- 
gage all ſorts of people into their perſecu- 
ting meaſures; clergy, laity, princes and 
ſubjects; and therefore thoſe bloody things 
that have been done by them are not ſo 
much the exceſſes of particular perſons, or 
the ſudden tranſports of provocation, nor 
the effect of oppreſſion, that ſometimes 
makes a wiſe man mad; but the natural et- 
fect of their eſtabliſh'd doctrines, the prin- 


ciples of their religion, and practice upon 


thoſe principles: the pirit of Popery it- 
ſelf being cruelty and tyranny; of ſuch a 
2 nature,

nature, and ſo circumſtanced, that, as it is 
not mended yet, ſo I do not fee how it ever 
can be. Of each of theſe a little, as'our 
time will allow. 

$ 1. Perſecution of men whoſe con- 

ſcience cannot comply with their doctrine 
and worſhip, let them be never ſo good 
ſubjects in all other reſpects, is among the 
principles of their religion. 
It is not only permitted, as what may be 
done, but commanded, as what ought to be 
done. Not only commanded, but inforced 
by the ſevereſt penalties ; and encouraged 
by the greateſt privileges. It is a ſpeci- 
men only that I can lay before you, * and 
for a taſte,---In the fifth council of Toledo, 
Can. 3, the holy fathers ſay, 

We the holy council promulge this ſen- 
tence, or decree pleaſing to God, That who- 
ſrever bereafter ſhall fucceed to the ki Ng 
dom, ſhall not mount the throne till he has 
favorn among other oaths, to permit no man to 
live in bis kingdom who is not a Catholic. 
(NurLuM non CAaTHorLicum.) And if 
after he has taken the reins of government, 
he ſhall violate this promiſe, let him be 
anathema maranatha in foe fight of” the

bleſſed work of extirpation.In the ſame 
chapter it is added: But catholicks, abb 
having taken the badge of the croſs, ſhall 
ſet themſelves to extirpate hereticks, ſhall en- 
joy the ſame indulgence, and be fortified 
with the ſame privilege, as is granted to 
thoſe who go to the recovery of the holy 
land.* 

And elſewhere I find a releaſe from pe- 
nances promiſed, and a greater degree of 
everlaſting happineſs than others may __ 
Such penalties upon the neglect of ex- 
tirminating hereticks, and ſuch rewards 
promiſed for doing it! Is there a religion 
under the cope of heaven ſo calculated for 
ſpoil, and ruin, and general deſtruction of 
peace on earth, and good-will to men, as 
this ? 

Since it appears to be a principle of the 
Romiſh church, that hereticks are to be 
deſtroyed, it's time to enquire who are here- 
ticks in their account.---I have enquired---- 
and find, that all they who neglect the 
authority of the church, meaning their own 
church for ever; + all who obſtinately de- 


fend

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fend wicked opinions; * of which they will 
be the only judges; all who refuſe to clear 
themſelves, upon oath, in anſwer to all 
queſtions ; all who think otherwiſe of the 
ſacrament of the body and blood of Chriſt, 


or of any other ſacrament, or of any other 
article of faith, than their church thinks ; 
all who believe not as the church of Rome 
believes; whoſoever ſhall not obey the 
Pope's ftatutes, is an heretick ; every one 
who denies the authority of a general coun- 
cil to be derived from Chriſt, and that all 
are to obey it ; every one that thinks a ge- 
neral council can err in matters that belong 
to faith and good manners, is to be ac- 
counted an heretick. + And, finally, to 
make fure work of it, all thoſe are here- 
ticks who are not of their communion : So 
that it is in effect to ſay---that all the world 
muſt be deſtroyed but themſelves, to make 
way for them to poſſeſs the earth alone: 
and truly they went a great way to make 
this remark literally true with regard to the 
mew world, when firſt found out ; for, ac- 
cording to the account of one of their own 
biſhops, in the ſpace of forty years they de- 
ſtroyed fifty millions of people. Agrecable 
to Dr. Geaddes's notion of Popery, as a po 
tical

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tical combination, managed by falſbood and 
cruelty, to eftabliſh a temporal empire in the 
perſon of the Popes : and I add---under 
the pretence of another world, to ingroſs 
this world to themſelves. I proceed to 
ſhew, 

F. 2. That as perſecution of thoſe who 
differ from them, is their principle, fo it 
has ever been their practice, whenever it 
has been in their power. The thunder of 
theſe decrees were uſually attended with 
ſhowers of blood. You can hardly view a 
ſpot of ground in the map of Europe, that 
has not been ſtained with blood of their 
ſhedding : you can hardly open an hiſtory 
of any age ſince the man of fin ſet up him- 
ſelf above all that is called God, without 
meeting with ſome bloody tragedy acted 

n theſe principles. 

That barbarous decree of the council of 
Lateran, under Pope Innocent III, inſerted 
by Gregory IX. into the decretals, which is 
the law of their church, and part of which 
paſſes with them for divine law that bar- 
barous decree, I ſay, was put in execution 
in the days of that very Pope; for he em- 
ployed armies againſt the Albigenſes (the 
predeceſſors of the Proteſtants in France) 
who deſtroyed above 200,000 in the ſpace

aughter of 200,000, 


to have occaſioned the 
Chriſtians in the ſpace of ſeven years, 

Perionius avers (as quoted by Dr. Moor) 
that in France alone, in that great perſecu- 
tion againſt the Albigenſes and Waldenſes, 
there were murdered no leſs than 1,000,000. 
From the beginning of the order of the 
Jeſuits, to the year 1580, Baldwinus re- 
ports, there were about goo, ooo of the 
orthodox Chriſtians murdered; that is, with- 
in the ſpace of thirty or forty years. And 
the holy inquiſition, as Vergerius witneſſeth, 
(one well acquainted therewith) in Teſs 
than thirty years ſpace, conſumed 1 50, ooo 
with all manner of cruelty !} Inſomuch 
that two very learned and judicious per- 
ſons, Mr. Foſeph Mede, and Dr. Geddes, 
ſpeaking of the Popiſh perſecutions, the 
former gives it as his opinion, that the de- 
ſtruction made upon the church by the 
Papiſts was equal to that of the firſt ten 
Pagan perſecutions, Dr. Geddes goes fur- 
ther, and aſſerts, that infinitely more Chri- 
tian blood has been ſhed by the papal em- 
pire, and its agents, for not complying with

ſhed by Rome Heathen.* In the ſhort reign 
of Queen Mary, Biſhop Burnet ſays, there 
were two hundred and eighty-four burnt, 
tho' he adds, that Gr:ndal, that lived in that 
time, writes, that intwo years eight hundred 
were burnt, many more impriſoned, 60 died 
in priſon; and others after much cruel 
= uſage, Bonner himſelf often diſciplining 
them with whips and tortures, were pre- 
* vailed on to abjure ; but carried in their 
mind a deep averſion to that cruelty, which 
had tempted them to ſuch apoſtaſy.+ In 
the maſſacre of Paris, which begun a ge- 
neral ſlaughter of the Proteſtants over the 
kingdom, the number taken off is compu- 
ted at 100,000. } The horrors of that 
night are not to be conceived, much leſs 
expreſſed, - - The fatal ſignal being given 
by the tolling of the bell of St. Germans, 
-- - - It was followed with a general riſing 
of the whole city of Paris. The march 
of ſoldiers, the noiſe of their arms, and 
the lighting of ſo many torches, awaken d 
the poor Proteſtants, who now ſaw their 
ruin near and inevitable. I draw the

For which reaſon alſo I 
ſhall only mention the gunpowder treaſon 
with a ſhort remark. - - - It was formed up- 
on theſe principles of their religion that 
you have heard. For if the decrees of 
councils for deſtroying hereticks be the di- 
ctates of the Holy Ghoſt; if the largeſt 
degrees of heavenly happineſs come to the 
ſhare of thoſe who do execute thoſe decrees; 
if killing men thus be ſerving God, the 
more of that work is done at a blow, the 
more to the purpoſe of the Holy Ghoſt, 
and of his councils and canons. U 
theſe principles I cannot ſee, but that if it 
were lawful to burn them one by one, it 
was as lawful to blow them up all together. 
- - - And if it had ſucceeded, I doubt not 
but there would have been a thankſgiving 
for it at Rome, as there was for the maſſa- 
cre of Paris, and two or three ſolemn days 
for that purpoſe, accompanied with a jubi- 
lee to all Chriftendom : for which one of the 
reaſons given was - - that they ſhould thank 
God for the laughter of the enemies of the 
Church lately executed in France“

when a body of dragoons were let looſe up- 
on poor innocent creatures, guilty only of 
having the prince of Orange for their ſove- 
reign, and Proteſtantiſm for their religion. 
They were required to abjure, or leave their 
country and all they had behind them. For 
tho' it was given out that they ſhould have 
three months to ſell their effects, this was 
made ineffectual by ſecret intimations, that 
thoſe who ſhould buy them would be look'd 
upon as favourers of hereſy ; and it was in- 
fuſed into the people by the clergy, that it 
was a mortal fin to furniſh them with any 
encouragement to go where they would 
live and die in hereſy. 

'The cruelties of Thorn are of later date. 
The Jeſuits contrivance to have them acted 
under the colour of puniſhing riot, was one 
part of the wickedneſs. * The aim was at 
the churches and ſchools, which they have 
now got the poſſeſſion of.

Stript of all they had in the world, and 
driven from their habitations by a bigotted 
prieſt and prince, who as a biſhop had 
ſworn it, and as a Popiſh prince was obli- 
ged to it, - - - They were firſt threatned 
with beheading, drowning, and ſending to 
the galleys. Their leaders were ſeized, and 
thrown into deep dungeons, and loaded 


with fetters ; whilſt others were ſent away 


in ſo ſecret a manner, that their neareſt re- 
lations have not ſince been able to hear any 
thing of them. When theſe methods pro- 
ved ineffectual, they were ſuddenly ordered 
to leave their country, in the depth of win- 
ter.

$. 3. The ſpirit of Popery is a cruel ſpi- 
rit. Cruelty is the genius of that religion. 
The religion itſelf teaches .it, breathes it, 
every where, and inſpires it into its votaries. 
It is calculated to ſuppreſs the tendereſt 
emotions of humanity. If it does not.ef- 
fectually do it in every breaſt, no thanks to 
the religion. That teaches the husband to

Or 
elſe, why ſach ſevere puniſhments for dif- 
ference of opinion ? Why muſt mens minds 
be ſearched into, to find out perſonal ſenti- 
ments by oaths ex icio, by articles contri- 
ved on purpoſe with a barbed hook for the 
conſcience? Why confiſcation of eſtate, ba- 
niſhment, priſon, torture, tor being miſta- 
ken, if it be a miſtake, but from cruelty ? 
Are theſe things the meaning of that text, 
2 Tim. ii. 25. In meekneſs inſtructing thoſe 
who oppoſe themſelves? Why death, which 
cuts off all opportunity of knowing better, 
or of repentance ? Or if it muſt be death, 
why ſo bitter a death as 5yrn;mg, the moſt 
tormenting of all deaths? Or if burning, 
why not the moſt ſpeedy way of it? Why 
muſt a poor creature be roaſted alive at a di- 
D ſtant

not be imagined by thoſe who have not ſeen 5

Why are people forbid ſo much as to pray 
for the martyr in flames? Thus when car- 
dinal Beton in Scotland, a wicked perſecu- 
ting prieſt, had got into his hands one of 


the moſt excellent men in the kingdom, the 7 


godly reformer Mr. Wiſhart, he was burnt 
alive before his palace window at St, An- 
drew's, Upon the day of his execution, 
the cardinal cauſed it to be proclaimed thro' 
the city --- that no one ſhould pray for him 
under the ſevereſt ecclefiaſtical cenſures.+ Ts 
that Spirit which commands us to pray for 
them that perſecute us, the ſame with that 
which forbids praying for the perſecuted ? 
Why do they ſhow an inclination to do all 
they can towards damning the foul, as well 
as burning the body? Thus when John 
Huſs was condemned to be burnt by the 
council of Conſtance, in violation of the 
_ emperor's faith given him for his ſafe re- 
turn, ſeven biſhops degraded him: and 
then a paper mitre was put upon his head in 
form of a pyramid, and the height of a 
cubit, on which they had painted three de-

- Judges pronounce ſentence upon the worſt 
malefactors, they don't make ſport with 

their miſeries, nor give them to the devil, 
but pray, - - the Lord have mercy upon thy 
ſoul.- - What anſwer can be given to theſe 
queſtions? Or what account of theſe pra- 
ctices, but - - - Cruelty ? St. John in the 
Revelation has finely repreſented this cruelty 
of ſpirit of their church by the image of a 
woman drunk with blood, chap. xvii. 6. 
And I jaw the woman, the great whore that 
fatteth upon many waters, ver. I. (i. e.) that 
rules and domineers over much people, has 
a juriſdiction which ſpreads far and wide, 
and from thence pretends to be the catho- 
lic church. T/aw the woman, drunken with 
the blood of the ſaints and martyrs of Feſus ; 
and when T ſaw her, I wondered with great 
admiration, (1. e,) Wonderful cruelty ! To 
be drunk, ſuppoſes the draughts to have 
been frequent, large, and pleaſant : no bo- 
dy chuſes to be drunk with what is unplea- 
fant to the palate. So that to be drunk with 
blood, ſuppoſes the draughts of blood to be 
frequent,

frequent, large, and pleaſant. And what 
a palate muſt that be to which blood is plea- 
ſant, but cruelty itſelf? And as people 
when they are drunk talk nonſenſe, and do 
extravagant things; ſo this woman, havin 
by cruelty and blood intoxicated herſelf with 
the grandeur thereby attained, ſhe ſays, and 
inſiſts upon it, that number one is number a 
thouſand, the ſame number one; that an 
inch is as long as five or ſix foot; that ſhe 
never did, nor can, tell a lye in her life, nor 
do any thing amiſs; and ſhe raves at ev 
one that don't believe all this, and vows to 
be the death of them when ſhe gets them 
in her power. To proceed: 

$. 4. As it does not appear that Popery is 
mended in theſe reſpects, ſo it is not eaſy to 
conceive how it ever ſhould, 

Can theſe principles be diſowned, which 
are the dictates of the Holy Ghoſt? Thoſe 
decrees and canons that were framed by in- 
tallible councils, without giving up the do- 
ctrine of their infallibility? Is there any 
room for amendment without owning a mi- 
ſtake ? 

Popery is ſtill animated by the fame ſpi- 
rit of cruelty and fraud as ever ; and not- 
withſtanding the politeneſs that reigns in 
the manners of the age, theſe principles 
would be received, and urged upon the con- 
ſciences of their votaries; and would be 
practiſed upon the merciful even of that 

| | come 
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communion themſelves, if they ſhould de- 
cline to come into their cruel meaſures, 
Good-nature, relation, friendſhip, promi- 
ſes, muſt all give way to the utility of the 
church, and doing God ſervice. * 

The treatment of our Proteſtant brethren 
abroad, the cruelties of the inquiſition, do 
in the moſt unanſwerable manner aſſure us, 
that Popery 1s the ſame bloody and deceit- 
ful thing as ever it was. Let ſome Papiſts 
be as well bred, and good-natured, and 
complaiſant as you pleaſe; and accompany 
their winning behaviour with many a do- 
native among the poor, which at once pro- 
cures the applauſe of the multitude, and 
paves the way for now and then a proſelyte 
I fay --- whatever good qualities parti- 
cular Papiſts may ſhew, their brethren 
abroad, as often as they are able, prove to 
us, that Popery itſelf is ſtill the fame 
bloody and deceitful thing that ever it was; 
and ſome of their brethren at home too 
have fo little command of themſelves, as 
to inſult Proteſtants in their own country, 
and under the protection of our laws, and 
in the very defiance to that connivance 
which they enjoy the benefit of. | 

Thus have I gone thro' what I propoſed, 
V2, to make good the charge of perſecu- 
ting principles, practices and ſpirit, on the 
church of Rome. I aim not at raiſing an 

indignation

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indignation againſt perſons, but againſt 
principles. I would be as tender of the per- 


ſons of thoſe who are unhappily deceived 


into ſuch notions, as Chriſtianity obliges 
me, and ſelf-defence will allow. I pray 
for their converſion, relieve the needy of 
them, and pity the diſtreſſed, and am deep- 
ly concerned for the great hazard of their 
falvation in Popery, which is ſo adapted to 
ſpoil Chriſtianity, as poiſon mixed with a 
cordial of the higheſt name. For I cannot 
but be of the mind, that Popery as ſuch is 
not Chriſtianity, No, Antichriſt is not 
Chriſt ; idolatry and ſuperſtition is not go- 
ſpel worthip ; the maſs is not the Lord's 
ſupper ; perſecution with fire and ſword is 
not among the means of grace; killing men 
is not ſerving of God ; prayers in an un- 
known tongue are not a reaſonable ſervice; 
cruelty 1s not goſpel charity ; without which, 
tho' I had all knowledge, and did all mira- 
cles, yet I were nothing. Nothing is not 
every thing, or the only thing. They fay 
they have the eſſentials of Chriſtianity. I 


anſwer, ſo have we, and need not go to 


them for any thing, nor borrow any thing 
from them. So has a man that has the 
plague, all the eſſentials of a man, but then 
e has the plague beſides, and we avoid 
him. So the voice from Heaven ſays, Come 
out from among them my people, Rev. xviii. 4. 
for though a man may recover and live 
that 
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that has the plague, the infection is mortal 
in its nature. 


To cloſe now with a few remarks. 

1. See what we were delivered from at the 
glorious revolution, and renew your thank- 
fulneſs to God for it. Our religion in their 
ſtile, you know, is the peſtilent Northern 
hereſy; and their religion, we have ſeen, 
obliges them to extirpate the ſame to the 
utmoſt of their power. That therefore a 
prince, ſo well inſtructed in this religion, 
and fo zealous for it, as James the IId was, 
ſhould think himſelf obliged to uſe the 
power God had given for that purpoſe, was 
no more than ſhewing himſelf a good Ca- 
tholick ; and ſo much the better Catholick, 
by how much the worſe prince to a Pro- 
teſtant nation, - - - The ſteps taken were ve- 
ry natural ; but we remember with plea- 
{ure they were ſo haſty, as to render the 
deſign abortive. Their haſtineſs for our 
ruin, proved our falvation; as it even for- 
ced ſome to open their eyes, who were wil- 
ling enough to ſleep on, becauſe it was in a 
whole skin. But when they ſaw the Eng- 
liſh monarchy turned into an arbitrary ty- 
ranny, and a diſpenſing power ; charters 
taken away, and all back'd with an army 
of 40,000 men; not by conſent of parlia- 
ment, which makes our forces the people's

army, the nation's guard; but without par- 
liament, and againſt parliament ; officer'd 
with French and Jriſb Papiſts; to make

Thoſe who avow the extirpation of all 
who differ from them, like J/hmael, their 
hand 1s againſt every man, if every man's 
hand ſhould be againſt them, have they rea- 
ſon to complain? Men who are ſworn to 
a foreign juriſdiction, as their prieſts are; 
men whoſe principles and practices will 
Gn not 
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not permit us to imagine, they can give a 
legal ſecurity to the government, either as 
it is Proteſtant, or as it is ſettled upon the 
revolution foot: men who if they do ſwear 
to the government, are furniſhed with ſo 
many evaſions, equivocations, mental reſer- 
vations, diſpenſations before- hand, or abſo- 
lutions afterward ; that there is hardly any 
hold of them; nor any dependance on 
their renouncing the extirminating do- 
ctrines. As ſoon as our connivance had 
increaſed their numbers ſufficiently, could 
we expect they would tolerate thoſe who 
now tolerate them, any more than in ages 
paſt? Liberty of conſcience, (as one ſays,) 
7s ridiculous in the mouth of a Papiſt, and 
not only ridiculous but perfidious, and inſin- 
cere, qualities inſeparable from their nature, 
for ſo many ages paſt. Since it is certain, 
they would not forbear three years, bringing 
thoſe to the lake, who would not go to Maſs, 
had they once more the power in their own 
hands* And yet I ſay it again, we muſt 
not perſecute ; but whatever can be done, 
without that, ought to be done, for ſelf- 
defence, to. prevent their increaſe, to re- 
ſtrain their power, and to cut off oppor- 
tunity of their doing us miſchief, - - - We 
leave that to the wiſdom of the nation.
